sions in Toronto have hitherto ad- 
iniuistered) the work, 

The General Conference will be 
memorialized to authorize the estab- 
lishment of a preparatory school at 
Calgary under. the direction of the 
church amendment to provide for.the 
establishment of such a school in the 
southern part of the province wis de- 
feated. A site. of thirty acres has 
heen offered at Calgary. 

Stationing Committee. 

The stationing committee has been 
busily at work adjusting districts and 
fields, For the purpose of adminis- 
tration it was deemed wise to create 
three new districts, these three dis- 
tricts to be known as Swift Cur- 
rent, Macleod and Olds.

phase. Mr. Cushing has telegraphec 
his approval of Mr. Riley’s course. 
The leaders of the movement against 
Mr. Rutherford have turned their guns 
on the new premier and the fight will 
continue between the forces of the 
government on the one hand and the 
followers of Mr. Cushing, Wied with 
Mr. Bennett, on the other.

pen. Those who entered upon a cam- 
paign, prompted in the first place by 
personal ambition or sectional feeling, 
were not likely to be satisfied with 
the change in the administration that 
the last week has brought forth.

Others have 
been prompt in assuring him of their 
loyal support. With a leader of force 
and ability and a large and united fol- 
lowing in the legislature, the govern- 
ment’s future is assured. It will 
emerge from the test to which it will 
soon be submitted much stronger in 
every way than was its predecessor, 
for from the first that of Mr. Ruther- 
ford possessed clements of weakness, 
which could not help, as time went on, 


bringing disaster. When any party 
has an overwhelming majority, look 


out for trouble fram within the ranks. 
Mr. Siiton and_ his colleagues will 
have to do hard fighting but they will 
de all the better for it,

As for the letter in which Mr. Bulsy 
announces his intentions, it has ail th 
ting of his speeches in the Na 
where there was no more Vioisnt op- 
ponent of the old government or one 
who allowed personal animus to show 
more clearly through every utterance. 
His criticism of the new premier and 
ot the Lieutenant-Governor is abso- 
lutely unjustined. Some one had to 
tarry on the King’s government and 
one of the principal functions of the 
King's representative is to select in a 
time of political crisis the maa who Is 
most likely to command a majority of 
the elected representatives of the peo- 
ple and who is accordingiy best en- 
titled to have the work of admin- 
istration eutrusted to his charge. The 
Lieutenant-Governor, in such an em- 
ergency, must simply act according to 
his best judgment. He is not in- 
fallible, and if he makes a mistake it 
ean soon be righted.

Riley does not claim that a majority 
of the members are not supporting the 
Lieutenant - Governor's choice. To 
talk, therefore, as he does, about “she 
nefarious work” and “the political jug- 
glery” of which these two gentlemen 
were “the prime instigators,” is to 
insult the intelligence of those whom 
he is addressing.

Thousands ‘Like These 

“Such ayghastly tale as this is no ex- 
ception. ‘here’ ate chundreds—nay, 
there’ are thousands—of such mar- 
riages made every year. There are, to- 
day, in this great’ London of ours— 
this-centre, as we say, of the world’s 
civilization—some 14,000 married per- 
sons who are under twenty years of 
age. Nor ds it London alone which 
is to ‘blame. In the great provincial 
cities and in the huge industrial dis- 
tricts of the Midlands and the North 
the same evil is spreading. ‘here are 
in Engfand and Wales alone 83,000 
married persons who are under age. 

Jn London, here, we may tolerate or 
blush for the wives and widows of 
fifteen and sixteen years,and the 10,000 
wives and widows who are under 
twenty. So, too, with the husbands 
who .embrace matrimony at sixteen 
and number thousands before they 
are 21; but what of ‘their influence on 
the EngInd oi tomorrow and of next 
year and ‘the years to follow? 

For, unfortunately, it is just those 
who are least able to:carn_a living who 
marry:at the eatliest ages. It is among 
the unskilled laborers that we find the 
premature husbands; among the 
thriftless girls ‘the immature wives. 
The poverty areas exhibit this to de- 
monstration. [In ‘Lambeth, for .xam- 
ple, there are 200 married couples aged 
19, 550 aged 20, and 6,500 aged 21; in 
Islington, 250 aged 19, 670 aged 20, 
and 8,000 aged 21; while in Stepney 
there are 400 agell 19, 1,000 ageil 20, 
and 10,000 aged 21. 

What is the result of this linking of 
the young together in mprovident and 
premature marriage? What other re- 
sults can we expect to find? In Lon- 


don’s workhouses and in Iondon’s 
jails: you mect with these child-wives 
and boy-husbands. In the prisons, in- 
decd, out of a ‘total of 850 persons 
who are under age, more ‘than 200 are 
marred. 


Wedded for Short Term 

Not only in the prisons and work- 
houses do they expiate their unhappy 
folly—though at the latest inquiry it 
was found that all the husbands of six- 
teen were either in a hospital or jail! 
But they separate as readily as they 
come together, and with Jess cere- 
mony. Of the London husbands who 
are under age more than 2,00 are not 
livng with their wives. Work ata dis- 
tance may be responsible for a per- 
centage of these; but crime and pov- 
erty can claim the great majority.

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THE KING'S ANCESTRY 


The genealogy of George V on_his 


fathers’ side is now fairly well kuown! 


to all who take any interest in such 
Inatters, but his ancestry on his mo- 
ther’s side has not been so much ,noi- 
ed in detail. His grandfather, Chris- 
tian IX., was before he became King, 
Prince Christian of the Duchy of 
Schleswig --Holstein - Sonderburg - 
Gluecksbury, the fourth son of the 
reigning duke. His title to the throne 
rested on a-treaty entered into in 1852 
by ‘several of the great powers, in 
whose opinion it was in the interests 
of the “balance of power,” that Dan- 
mark should remain an independent 
monarchy. The then reigning King, 
Frederick VII., had no living direct 
heirs, and Prince Christian was named 
his sucessor because his wife was a 
niece of King Christian VII. and a 
cousin of King Frederick VII. ‘The 
agreement embodied in this treaty 

was ratified in 1853 by the Danish 
Parliament. Frederick VJ. was the 
last monarch of the House of Oldea- 
burg, which began with Christiom 1, 
in 1448, and endured through sixteen 
reigns, and a little more than four 
centuries. -Prior to his accession, the 
throne had been occupied by the line 
of which Sweyn and Canute, who fig- 
ure in the history of Saxon England, 
were carly members, and which was 
continuous for nearly five centuries. If 
the line of desecnt were perfectly 
traced it would probably show. that 
King George V is a descendant of 
King Canute, as he certainly is, as 
well as of the older King Alfred

NATIONAL PEACE SCOUTS 


Baden-Powell’s Organization Is 
Declared to Operate in Di- 
rection of Conscription 


London, June 4.--lor seme time 
past a movement has gone on quietly, 
but none the less successfully. for 
coruteracting the military side of the 
Boy Scouts movement A budy known 
as the National Peace Scouts, is al- 
ready in existence, with between 60,- 
ono and 10n,.000-membe rs, who cyn- 
stitute a boy's order of chivalry, free 
from a!l militarist character, and’ con- 
cerned only in the promotion of the 
mental, moral and physical well-be- 
ing of boys, 

Among the promoters of the move- 
ment is Sir Francis Vane who saw 
service as a volunteer in the Boer 
war, and in 1886 raised the first corps 
of Working Boy Cadets. It will be 
understood, therefore, that Sir Fran- 
cis’s objections to militarism is, inf the 
case of Boy Scouts only where there 
has been a departure from the orig- 
inal aim of the movement as a train- 
ing in civil discipline. 

“The idea is,” says Sir Francis, 
“that the National Peace Scouts -shali 
have no reference whatever to our 
warlike preparations, and they will 
not act as a link in our scheme of 
defence. We have no sympathy with 
that side’of the Boy Scout movement 
which operates in the direction of con- 
scription. We teach the boy to look 
upon all nations as people working 
out their own salvation, as brother na- 
tions, not necessarily antagonistic. 
We try to give a boy not only na- 
tional but. an international. ideal. 
“Our aim is to save this Boy Scout 
moyement from militarism, © An en- 
deavor was made to attach a -Boy 
Scout to the army manoeuvres re- 
ecntly, and an attempt has also been 
made in some quarters to have them 
a unit in the Territorial Army.” 

The National Peace Scouts council 
represent twelve influential socicties 
for the education of the young, and 
the members of it have drawn up a 
scheme by which scouting is treated 
scientifically as an educational me- 
dium. }

‘Traditional respect, however, for 
the will of their native country’s ruler 
restrains these moderns from hasty 
action on their own initiative and no- 
thing short of an imperial rescript, it 
is believed, would induce the more 
conservative of the local Celestials to 
doff their customary garb. To secure 
the royal permission, a memorial has 
been entrusted to Prince Tsai Tao, 
Chinese Minister and uncle of the 
IXmperor. 

Although this petition was handed 
the Prince on the occasion of his re- 
cent visit here reports regarding the 
memorial have only just come to light, 
though Chinatown it seems, has been 
buzzing with talk of it for some time, 
The memorial, it is said, contains 
these passages: 

“As we look around at the various 
strong nations of the world, we ob- 
serve that all the strong nations are 
without the queues, The queue is not 
necessary to the well-being of a man 
and it is exceedingly inconvenient. 

“It is the custom in China to wear 
long robes with wide sleeves, making 
the men of our nation look like the 
women of the east.. The costume is 
like that of the Annamez and the 
Koreans, two nations that have per- 
ished. 

“Furthermore, our whole costume—- 
queue, long robe and wide sleeves— 
make us the laughing stock of every 
nation with which we come in contact. 

“'lhe discarding of the queue, as 
regards China itself, would revive the 
spirit of the Chinese, and viewed by 
outsiders, it would be regarded as a 
sure sign of an awakening.” 


TURKISH SOLDIERS

Austrian Officers Declare They 
Equal in Fighting Strength 
Best in Europe 


Vienna, June’ 4—Whatever may 
be the condition of the Turks, the re- 
cent troubles in Albania have made 
it perfectly plain that they have not 
deteriorated in the slightest as fight- 
ing men. Austrian officers who have 
followerd the campaign are loud in 
their praises of the splendid fighting 
qualities of the Turkish soldiers. 
Albanians have always been regard- 
ed as the cream of the Turkish army 
Many of the rebels were veterans 
who. served in the former  sultan’s 
body guard. Yet the regulars prov- 
ed their superiors, man for man, 
whenever the came to grips. Sever- 
al officers who saw the fighting say 
that they did not believe there are 
any better soldiers in Europe than 
the men serving under Shefket Pasha 
in Albania.

ALL LIKE THE IDEA 
London, June 3—Despatches from 
South Africa and India indicate that 
the suggestion that the Coronation of 
King George be fixed for Empire Day 
is received with enthusiasm. 
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in Jrish life, political and agrarian, 
and for three-quarters of that period, 
he stood for most things that are ad- 
yanced and violent, writes M. M. in 
ihe London Mail. Five or six years 
ago—to the wonder of everybody ia 
touch with Trish affairs—he under- 
went an interesting and beneficent 
transformation. He remained an Ir- 
ish Nationalist. But the revolution- 
ary became a Conservative force and 
a conciliationist. Instead of preach- 
ing violence, he set about advocating 
peace. He had kind things to say 
even of his old time antagonists in 
the long and bitter land war, the Ir- 
ish landlords—unfortunate victims of 
circumstances over which they had 
no control. He endeavored to sub 
stitute in the minds of his countrymen 
fruitful love of Ireland for blind hai- 
red of England. It was to be “Al!- 


for-Ireland,” the happy title of the 


new league he has founded. 

Mr. O'Brien was born in Mallow, a 
sniull town in County Cork, fifty-eight 
years ago. His father was the man- 
aging clerk of a Jocal solicitor. 
fore he was seventeen, Mr. O'Brien 
moved to the city of Cork as a re- 
porter on the Daily Herald. At this 
tue efforts were being mrade to re- 
vive the secret Fenian organization, 
which was shattered and demoralized 
by the collapse of its “insurrection” 
in 1867—amounting to no more than 
attacks upon a few country police 
stations—and young O’Brien joined 
the movement, 


Is Clever Writer. 

In 1875 he obtained a post on the 
Freeman’s Journal in Dublin. His 
picturesque descriptions of scenes and 
incidents of the campaign of the Land 
League in the latter seventies were 
the finest things of the kind in Irish 
journalism. But the paper with which 
his name is more closely associated is 
United Ireland, the weekly organ of 
the Land League. 
Parnell, Mr, O’Brien was appointed 
editor, and its first number appeared’ 
on August 13, 1381, W. E. Forster 
was then chief secretary and in the 
very throes of his desperate struggle 
with the agrarian movements in Ire- 
land. Within a few months Forster 
suppressed the paper and locked up, 
its editor in Kilmainham gaol, with 
Parnell and other Land League lead. 
ers. Mr. O’Brien devoted his first 
hours in prison to writing with the 
stump of a pencil on the back of a 
pink telegram the notorious “No Rent 
Manifesto.” The document was smug- 
gled out of the prison and read next 
day at the meeting of the central 
branch of the Land League in Dub- 
lin. It was this appeal to the farmers 
to pay no rent until the land question 
was settled which led to the procla- 
mation of the Land League as a crim- 
inal and unlawful association. 


Be- 


Leading Figure in Ireland. 

But soon Gladstone surrendered to 
the Leaguers, threw over Forster, re- 
leased the prisoners, and United Ire- 
land was revived. In 1883 Mr. O'Brien 
was returned to parliament for Mal- 
low, his native town, beating Naish, 
the Irish solicitor-general of the Lib- 
eral administration. During the ex- 
citing years which followed, in Glad- 
stone’s Home Rule movement and in 
Balfour's relentless fight with the 
Nationalists, Mr. O’Brien may be said 
to have been the leading figure in Ire- 
land, overshadowing in popularity add 
influence even Parnell himself. He 
has, been prosecuted nine times for 
political offences, and has spent more 
than two years in prison. In Tulla- 
more gaol in 1888 he refused to wear 
the prison clothes and lay for weeks 
in bed » What was ironically called 
the question of “O’Brien’s breeches” 
led to many angry altercations‘in the 
house of commons, However, one 
morning when the prison cell at Tul- 
lamore was opened, to the consterna- 
tion of the authorities, Mr. O’Brien 
was discovered dressed in a suit ‘of 
Irish tweed! The clothes were sur- 
reptitiously brought in by a warder. 


Never Lost Heart. 

Then came the fall and death of 
Parnell and the disruption of the Ir- 
ish Party in the early nineties. But 
Mr. O'Brien never lost heart. In 
1898 he founded a new Nationalist 
organization called the United Irish 
League, and started a new paper, the 
Jrish People, for its advocacy. In 
Parliament he took part in many vio- 
lent scenes and was frequently sus- 
pended. He has confessed that. upon 
one of these occasions he was within 
an ace of yielding to a desperate im- 
pulse to seize upon the mace and 
smash it under his feet. That was in 
1903, the year that was to witness 
the transformation in his opinions, or 
rather, perhaps, in his methods for 
giving them cffect. He began te 
preach union between Irishmen of all 


‘classes and creeds, and it was largely 


through his. influence, undoubtedly, 
in thus opening up what then prom- 
ised to be a happy era of reconcilia- 
tion and peace in Ireland. that all 
parties in parliament were Iced to 
agree to anes passing of Wyndhan's 
great land purchase act of 1903.
